They are asking, “What are the next 5 bicycle or pedestrian projects 

you want to see built in your community?”  America Bikes believes this list or database will help 

demonstrate a demand for increased funding for bicycle and pedestrian projects.  CMAP staff 

will ask the Task Force to propose specific projects, or a method for selecting such projects, to 

submit to the America Bikes database.
